The caliber 7 .92 ram Czech model "37” HMG had a mount which weighed 
27 kg, while the gun itself weighed 19 kg. The mount was a tripod with 
two legs in the rear; it had a traversing scale of 180 degrees, a 
telescoping pintle with a 75 to 8o degree elevation adjustment for anti- 
aircraft firing, and about a 45 degree adjustment for ground use which 
could be extended for AA use. The shoulder stock attachment was for 
AA use only and each gun came with a spare barrel. The gun had both 
slow and rapid rates of fire. The rapid rate of fire was 350 rounds per 
minute and the slow rate was 75 rounds. The metallic belt used with the 
M-37 had a 350 round capacity. The model 37 HMG rear sight was of the 
folding leaf open type with elevation and windage adjustments. The scope 
sight with the rubber eye cup and the graduated reticule was used for 
AA fire. The sight was detached and. carried separately when not in use*
